RECEIVING  WARDS 

“THE  WALTER  GARRETT  MEMORIAL  BUILDING” 

The  number  of  cases  received  and  treated  during 
the  year  was  27,498,  of  whom  4132  were  transferred  to 
the  beds  of  the  Hospital,  as  shown  in  the  above  table. 

The  ambulances  have  been  in  service  1098  times, 
and  the  police-patrol  wagons  have  made  2126  trips  to 
the  Hospital.  As  in  the  past,  the  Police  Officers  con- 
tinue their  careful  attention  to  those  who  fall  into 
their  hands  and  require  hospital  treatment. 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 

“THE  WILLIAM  E.  GARRETT  MEMORIAL  BUILDING” 

Into  this  Department  there  were  received  of  Sur- 
gical Cases,  11,504;  Medical,  2283;  Eye,  3465;  Ear, 
1033;  Nose  and  Throat,  2604;  Dermatological,  1350; 
Gynascological,  365;  Mental  and  Nervous,  69; — making 
a total  of  22,673,  and,  with  those  received  in  Receiving 
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Ward,  making  a grand  total  of  50,412  patients,  men, 
women,  and  children,  treated  in  the  several  Depart- 
ments of  the  Pine  Street  Hospital  for  the  year. 

EXPENSES 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Department  for  Sick  and  Injured  the  past  year  was 
$163,548.50,  of  which  only  $16,375.70  was  received  from 
patients  and  $5648.83  from  other  sources,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $141,523.97  to  be  paid  by  the  income  from 
invested  funds  and  contributions  for  current  expenses. 

This  amount  has  been  expended  for  the  care  of  the 
sick  and  injured  who  were  unable  in  any  way  to  repay 
the  Hospital  for  the  benefits  received,  and,  though  still 
in  excess  of  the  income  for  this  purpose,  is  not  so  much 
as  in  former  years. 

Under  these  conditions  the  Managers  trust  that 
the  friends  of  the  Hospital  will  continue  their  interest 
in  it,  and  help  to  keep  this  great  Charity  in  the  front 
rank  of  its  kind. 

CHANGE  IN  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

John  B.  Garrett,  who  served  as  a member  of  the 
Board  for  30  years  with  great  fidelity  and  usefulness 
to  the  Hospital,  felt  his  health  required  his  resignation 
as  a Manager.  It  was  accepted  with  much  regret  by 
the  Board,  the  members  feeling  they  would  miss  his 
advice  and  counsel. 

The  vacancy  on  the  Board  was  filled  by  the  election 
of  Edward  H.  Coates. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

New  iron  steps  have  been  placed  to  the  Memorial 
Wards,  to  replace  wooden  steps  that  have  been  in  use 
for  years. 

The  old  stable  in  the  rear  of  the  Out-patient  Depart- 
ment on  the  North  Side  of  Spruce  Street  has  been 
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entirely  remodeled,  and  rooms  added,  making  muck 
more  space  for  tlie  rapidly  increasing-  work  of  tkat 
Department. 

Also  a drug-store  lias  keen  fitted  up,  and  witli  an 
attendant,  wliere  patients  can  kave  prescriptions  put 
up  at  a minimum  cost,  and  it  is  being  very  largely  used 
by  tkem. 

A dish-washer  and  a potato-peeler  have  been  added 
to  the  Kitchen  Department,  whereby  the  work  is  much 
more  expeditiously  and  economically  done. 

The  following  improvements  are  proposed,  and  are 
being  considered  by  the  Board : 

A new  coal- vault,  adjoining  the  present  one  attached 
to  the  boiler-house,  so  that  there  can  be  stored  an  addi- 
tional supply  of  400  tons  of  coal,  making  over  500  tons 
in  all,  to  carry  the  Hospital  over  any  contingency  of 
bad  weather,  etc.,  during  the  Winter  Season. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  move  the  office  of  the  Hospital 
from  its  present  quarters  in  the  main  building  on 
Pine  Street  to  the  entrance  hall  (of  the  Assembly 
Hall),  thereby  placing  it  nearer  to  the  gate  on  Eighth 
Street,  and  giving  more  room  for  the  increasing  work 
required.

CHANGES  IN  THE  STAFF 

Dr.  J.  Alison  Scott,  for  many  years  a member  of 
the  Medical  Staff,  and,  previous  to  that,  a Resident- 
Physician,  died  Eighth  Month,  13th,  1909.  Dr.  Scott 
was  a valuable  and  efficient  officer,  and  in  his  death  the 
Hospital  has  lost  a friend  and  a prominent  physician. 

Dr.  J.  Norman  Henry  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  Staff. 

As  referred  to  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  there 
have  been  changes  made  in  the  organization  of  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  and,  in 
conformity  with  the  practice  of  many  hospitals,  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Staff,  an  age  limit 
has  been  fixed  when  Physicians  and  Surgeons  will  be 
retired  from  active  work  in  the  Hospital,  but  they  will 
be  continued  on  the  rolls  of  the  Hospital  as  Emeritus 
Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

The  positions  of  Assistants  to  the  Chiefs  in  the 
Out-patient  Department  have  been  created  and  the 
places  filled.  This  provides  for  more  efficient  work  in 
the  various  clinics  of  that  Department. 

There  has,  also,  been  a change  made  in  the  manner 
of  electing  Resident-Physicians,  and,  hereafter,  four 
will  be  elected  in  the  Spring,  from  graduates  in  medi- 
cine or  members  of  the  Senior  Class  in  Schools  of 
Medicine  who  will  graduate  in  June,  to  go  on  duty  as 
vacancies  occur  during  the  following  year  beginning 
Seventh  Month,  1st. 

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

Miss  E.  Ada  Payne,  after  a most  acceptable 
service  of  two  years  as  Matron  and  Superintendent  of 
Nurses,  resigned,  to  take  effect  in  Sixth  Month  last, 
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and  Miss  Mar  gar  ek  AyjOmJop  .wds^efctfd’  1o  fill  the 
vacancy,  and  began  her  service  at  once. 

The  Report  of  this  Department  for  the  year  ending 
Third  Month,  25th,  1910,  shows  that  the  Nursing  Staff 
of  the  Hospital  consists  of  1 Assistant,  9 head  nurses, 
59  pupil  nurses  and  10  probationers,  a total  of  79 
nurses. 

The  training  of  the  pupil  nurses  in  maternity 
nursing  is  now  fully  established,  and  three  nurses  are 
constantly  in  attendance  at  the  Preston  Retreat  for 
two  months  each,  receiving  instruction  in  that  branch 
of  nursing,  so  that  all  nurses  now  graduating  have  had 
experience  in  all  branches  of  their  calling. 

The  Graduating  Exercises  were  held  Third  Month, 
31st,  1910.  Dr.  James  C.  Wilson  addressed  the  class. 
John T. Lewis,  Jr.,  presided  and  presented  the  diplomas 
and  badges  to  the  following  nurses :

Doctors  Meigs,  LeConte,  Packard,  Newlin  and 
Schwenk,  together  with  Dr.  Bradbury,  have  given  effi- 
cient attention  to  the  sick  nurses. 
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A special  department  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  this  noble  charity  has  recently  been  inaugurated 
through  the  agency  of  a social  service  worker,  Mrs. 
M.  J.  Megee,  who  devotes  her  entire  time  to  bettering 
home  conditions,  so  that  patients  can  receive  the  full 
benefit  of  the  Hospital  treatment  while  in  the  Hospital, 
without  unnecessary  mental  anxiety,  and  to  helping 
the  Dispensary  patients  to  intelligently  carry  out  the 
instructions  given  by  our  doctors. 

The  expense  of  this  work  has  been  borne  up  to 
the  present  time  by  some  kind  friends,  and  a portion 
of  the  future  cost  will  be  met  by  the  generous  gift  of 
Anna  Hartshorne  Sheldon,  who  has  contributed  certain 
securities  toward  an  endowment,  the  income  from 
which  is  to  be  devoted  to  this  service. 

Work  of  this  kind  has  been  introduced  into  some 
of  the  leading  hospitals  of  the  Country,  and,  having 
the  hearty  endorsement  and  co-operation  of  the  doctors 
and  officers  of  our  own  institution,  its  success  seems  to 
be  assured. 


LADY  VISITORS 

The  “Lady  Visitors,”  in  their  Report  to  the  Mana- 
gers of  their  work  during  the  past  year  in  the  wards  of 
the  Hospital,  say  that  “the  Ladies  have  been  most 
industrious  and  assiduous  in  their  efforts  in  behalf  of 
the  inmates”  and  that  “many  have  testified  to  the 
moral  as  well  as  physical  improvement  during  their 
enforced  stay  in  the  Hospital.” 

Christmas  was  again  enjoyed  by  all,  each  patient 
receiving  a gift,  and  the  children  were  delighted  in  a 
beautiful  tree. 

The  Librarian  reports  that  she  gave  out  3528  books, 
of  which  2546  were  English,  and  the  others  in  eleven 
different  languages,  and  that  there  was  a greater 
demand  for  Bibles  than  usual.

At  the  Women’s 
Department  the  walls  are  being  repaired  and  repainted, 
and  a portion  of  the  wall  on  Powelton  Avenue,  which 
was  in  danger  of  falling,  has  been  reinforced  with  con- 
crete and  made  safe. 

The  grading  and  planting  of  grass,  trees,  and 
shrubs  on  the  old  meadow-land  lately  tilled  in  has  been 
finished,  and  greatly  adds  to  the  appearance  of  the 
grounds. 

The  wall  of  the  Men’s  Department  on  Meadow  (or 
46th)  Street  is  about  to  be  removed,  to  be  replaced  with 
an  iron  fence  similar  to  the  one  on  the  other  side  of 
the  street  at  the  Women’s  Department. 
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Five  new  pianos,  the  gift  of  two  Managers,  have 
been  placed  in  the  Wards  for  the  use  of  the  patients.

Of  the  patients  discharged  “recovered,”  five  were 
residents  of  the  Hospital  less  than  one  month;  nine- 
teen between  one  and  three  months ; twenty -five 
between  three  and  six  months;  eleven  between  six 
months  and  one  year ; three  between  one  and  two  years. 

Of  those  discharged  “much  improved,”  one  was  in 
the  Hospital  less  than  a month;  three  less  than  three 
months;  eight  between  three  and  six  months;  four 
between  six  months  and  a year;  three  more  than  a 
year. 

Of  those  who  “died,”  one  was  in  the  house  less 
than  a week;  six  less  than  a month;  seven  less  than 
three  months ; twelve  between  three  months  and  two 
years,  thirteen  between  two  years  and  ten  years;  two 
between  ten  and  twenty  years;  one,  forty-one  years; 
one,  forty-five  years ; one,  sixty-eight  years. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries  for  the  year  based 
upon  the  admissions  was  thirty-four.  This  gratifying 
result  is  much  in  excess  of  previous  years  and  is  largely 
due  to  admission  of  patients  in  the  early  stages  of 
mental  disease  during  a period  when  the  probability 
of  restoration  is  greater  than  when  morbid  ideas  and 
delusions  have  become  fixed  and  established.  With  few 
exceptions  the  general  health  was  impaired  and  so 
recorded  on  admission.  There  was  a noticeable 
improvement  mentally  with  the  restoration  of  the 
impaired  physical  conditions  which  is  an  important 
indication  for  the  line  of  treatment  and  the  main  reli- 
ance in  the  largest  proportion  of  cases.  There  are 
scientific  instruments  of  precision  which  may  record 
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various  interesting  phenomena,  but  a Fairbanks  scale 
is  one  that  may  properly  have  a place  in  the  armamen- 
tarium of  every  hospital. 

The  patients  discharged  recovered  had  been  men- 
tally afflicted  and  disordered  on  the  average  of  fifteen 
weeks,  according  to  the  case  histories  furnished  at 
admission.  Two  cases  of  melancholia,  both  women, 
may  have  a record  as  exceptional  cases.  One  made  a 
complete  recovery  after  a Hospital  residence  of  fifteen 
years,  the  second  preserved  an  unbroken  silence  of  six 
years. 

Of  the  admissions,  fifty-five  per  cent,  presented 
symptoms  indicating  that  the  mental  disorder  was  due 
rather  to  the  disordered  performance  of  the  functions 
of  the  human  mind  than  the  mental  symptoms  that 
indicate  or  accompany  organic  changes  of  the  brain. 

The  mortality  based  upon  the  whole  number  under 
care  was  six  per  cent.  One  death  by  suicide  occurred. 

During  the  year  a patient,  who  was  admitted  in 
1841,  died  after  a residence  in  the  Hospital  of  sixty- 
eight  years — exceeding  every  record  of  which  we  have 
knowledge. 

There  has  been  a marked  exemption  from  inter- 
current diseases.  During  the  prevalence  of  typhoid 
disease  in  Philadelphia  in  recent  years  but  three  cases 
occurred  in  the  Hospital  family,  one  of  which  was 
contracted  prior  to  admission  and  the  origin  of  the 
other  two  cases  was  unknown,  notwithstanding  the 
prevalence  of  the  disease  in  adjacent  parts  of  the  city. 
The  exemption  can  be  ascribed  mainly  to  the  use  of 
uncontaminated  drinking  water. 

The  duration  of  life  of  the  insane  is  a question  that 
frequently  arises  from  various  motives  or  reasons. 
Excluding  deaths  arising  during  recent  insanity  as 
from  toxic  conditions,  exhaustion  from  acute  mania, 
delirium  from  toxic  conditions,  the  average  duration 
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of  human  life  of  the  chronic  insane  has  been  found  to 
average  twelve  years.  The  duration  of  life  of  the 
insane  cannot  be  predicated  upon  the  tables  the 
actuary  of  an  insurance  company  prepares  for  ordi- 
nary use.  The  probabilities  that  life  is  shortened  by 
inattention  to  health,  loss  of  will  power,  mental  inca- 
pacity, and  neglect  are  undoubtedly  correct.  The 
importance  of  speedy  restoration  to  health  on  the  occa- 
sion of  an  attack  of  insanity  has  its  economic  as  well 
as  its  medical  suggestions. 

The  number  of  weeks  patients  were  under  treat- 
ment who  were  discharged  recovered  was  nineteen. 
There  has  been  a marked  reduction  in  the  average 
number  of  weeks  of  treatment  as  compared  with  earlier 
years.  In  the  years  1899  and  1900,  respectively,  the 
duration  of  Hospital  treatment  was  twenty  weeks.  The 
average  reduction  has  often  meant  much  to  the  patient 
as  well  as  to  interested  families.  It  is  probably  true  in 
all  hospitals  that  improved  methods  of  treatment  and 
care,  more  intelligent  professional  views  of  the  nature 
and  pathology  of  mental  diseases  prevail,  something 
also  depends  upon  the  morale  of  the  nursing  staff.  The 
field  is  still  open  and  one  that  angels  may  enter  if  they 
still  come  to  earth  as  they  once  did  to  minister  to  the 
Divine  Master,  to  impart  kindness,  sympathy,  courage, 
and  moral  strength  to  distressed  and  disordered 
humanity.  True  religion  may  not  consist  in  a belief 
and  worship  of  creeds  and  doctrines,  but  has  been 
defined  “as  the  soul  of  man  striving  to  achieve  the 
life  of  Grod  in  this  world.”  It  may  have  various  mani- 
festations. 

Whether  the  hospitals  will  ever  obtain  the  services 
of  the  ideal  nurse  or  attendant  upon  the  insane  is  as 
much  a problem  to-day  as  it  has  been  in  the  history 
of  all  of  the  hospitals  of  the  world.  Schools  for  the 
instruction  of  nurses  in  anatomy,  physiology,  and  allied 
sciences  are  in  a way  to  be  encouraged  as  all  additions 
of  knowledge  may  be  helpful,  but  in  the  absence  of 
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sympathy  for  human  suffering-  are  but  of  little  help 
at  the  bed-side.  There  are  qualities  of  human  sym- 
pathy and  “ heart”  that  are  of  priceless  worth  to  our 
hospital  population  that  cannot  be  inculcated  in  schools 
or  imparted  by  any  course  of  education.  The  pro- 
moters of  the  Emmanuel  School,  or  the  “New 
Thought,”  even  have  not  deemed  it  essential  to  instruct 
their  followers  along  scientific  lines  in  order  to  prac- 
tice the  new  cults  with  best  results.  The  hospital  is 
interested  primarily  in  the  training  of  its  nurses  and 
attendants  for  the  service  of  the  hospital.  This  is 
understood  to  be  the  inculcation  of  kindly  relations 
toward  patients,  avoidance  of  practices  that  amount 
to  abuse,  implicit  obedience  to  the  direction  of  those 
in  authority. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  actually  employed  in 
ward  service  including  those  engaged  in  night  attend- 
ance is  151.  The  whole  number  engaged  in  night 
service  is  eighteen. 

For  many  reasons  it  would  be  desirable  if  circum- 
stances permitted  that  attendants  were  on  duty  in 
every  ward  of  the  Hospital  both  day  and  night.  To 
secure  the  necessary  and  desirable  service,  at  a period 
when  there  is  so  much  unrest  and  instability  generally 
prevailing,  is  one  of  the  constantly  recurring  problems, 
not  especially  in  our  own  experience  but  seems  to  be 
universal.  Possibly  and  undoubtedly  this  is  due  to 
newly-opening  occupations  for  both  sexes  more  inviting 
perhaps  than  hospital  service  with  its  restrictions  and 
less  remuneration.  There  have  been  many  changes  by 
nurses,  some  of  whom  sought  employment  as  private 
care-takers  where  their  experience  has  enabled  them 
to  render  useful  service.  Notwithstanding  frequent 
changes,  the  Hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  retaining 
many  persons  in  its  service  who  find  in  its  work  con- 
genial employment  and  a good  home.  It  is,  I trust, 
proper  to  commemorate  the  names  of  two  persons  in 
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this  connection — Annie  Dinsmore,  who  served  the  Hos- 
pital thirty-eight  years,  and  William  Mowbray,  who 
died  during  the  current  Hospital  year  after  a service 
of  forty  years.  Both  were  head  nurses  in  their  respec- 
tive departments.  The  daily  life  of  each  was  a living 
example  of  self-consecration  to  a religious  duty. 

The  tables  which  it  has  been  the  custom  to  publish 
in  recent  years  are  continued.  Some  tabular  statistics 
embodied  in  reports  of  former  years  have  been  discon- 
tinued. Supposed  “causes”  of  insanity  are  regarded 
too  speculative  to  have  a scientific  value  and  are  discon- 
tinued. There  are  many  facts  that  might  be  ascertained 
and  published  concerning  the  patients  of  a hospital 
that  might  be  curious  but  of  no  more  value  than  similar 
statements  concerning  an  equal  number  of  persons  not 
in  hospitals.  The  statistical  tables  of  our  reports  that 
are  retained  embrace  an  analysis  of  several  thousand 
cases  beginning  in  1841.  They  have  a value  because  of 
the  numbers  that  are  tabulated.  Several  hospitals  have 
adopted  a practice  of  omitting  all  statistical  informa- 
tion, reporting  simply  the  number  of  admissions,  dis- 
charges, and  results. 

We  have  been  disposed  to  adhere  to  a classification 
of  forms  or  types  of  mental  disease  which  have  been 
in  use  in  former  reports  and  formerly  in  common  use. 
The  terms  are  to  be  understood  or  accepted  as  groups 
of  cases  presenting  prominent  and  uniform  mental 
manifestations  or  symptoms.  The  terms  have  been  in 
common  use  for  many  years,  are  fairly  well  under- 
stood by  the  courts,  juries,  the  laity,  and  physicians 
in  general  practice.  It  is  true  that  many  new  terms 
have  been  introduced  drawn  from  the  dead  languages 
which,  while  they  have  a suggestion  of  mystery  and  the 
glamour  of  novelty,  in  themselves  are  meaningless. 
They  represent  the  longings  of  science  rather  than  the 
results  of  new  discoveries.  The  human  brain  continues 
much  the  same  as  it  has  been  constituted  for  thousands 
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of  years  and  its  abnormal  manifestations  have  not 
changed.  In  the  absence  of  new  discoveries  on  which 
to  found  a new  classification  there  has  been  an  open 
and  ample  field  for  theorization  and  speculation  which 
any  one  may  enter,  but  the  acceptance  of  the  value  of 
results  must  be  tested  by  a general  understanding  and 
consent.  It  is  not  to  be  understood  that  new  forms  of 
disease  have  been  discovered  but  new  names  have  been 
introduced.  In  Germany  and  portions  of  the  United 
States  forms  of  mental  diseases,  or  new  names  in  place 
of  former  designations,  have  appeared,  which  are  not 
recognized  in  medical  reports  of  hospitals  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  the  English  provinces,  and  some 
reports  of  hospitals  in  the  United  States.  Possibly 
these  anomalous  conditions  may  yet  be  reconciled  on 
other  than  geographical  lines  and  national  prejudices. 
The  Medico-Psychological  Associations  of  the  latter 
group  of  countries  have  failed  to  agree  upon  the  accept- 
ance of  the  newly  proposed  nomenclature  after  pro- 
longed consideration.  The  promoters  of  the  new  psy- 
chology have,  however,  added  immensely  to  the  already 
over-loaded  nomenclature. 

The  tendency  to  introduce  new  names  of  supposed 
diseases  or  psychical  states  is  even  observed  sometimes 
in  medico-legal  investigations  of  crimes  of  an  atrocious 
nature,  in  the  suggestion  of  new  and  unfamiliar  terms 
to  characterize  and  match  the  supposed  mental  state  of 
a person  charged  with  the  offence.  The  practice  some- 
times affords  a jury  an  opportunity  of  relieving  the 
criminal  from  responsibility  because  of  doubts  that 
are  impressed  upon  their  minds  by  confusing  hypo- 
thetical psychological  theorizations. 

Perhaps  much  of  the  tendency  to  speculate  about 
the  operations  of  the  human  mind  arises  from  an 
erroneous  hypothesis  that  it  is  an  entity  or  force,  the 
nature  of  which  can  be  discussed.  We  know  absolutely 
nothing  of  it  except  of  its  manifestations  which  for 
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convenience  we  may  call  normal  or  abnormal.  The 
secret  of  vital  force  or  psychical  phenomena  has  not 
been  and  never  will  be  revealed  to  man  in  his  mundane 
state,  whatever  may  be  known  hereafter. 

Until  recent  years  mental  pathology  had  a rational 
physical,  or  somatic  foundation.  The  creation  of  hos- 
pitals for  the  treatment  of  mental  disease  by  physicians 
was  a legitimate  outcome  of  this  belief.  The  case  his- 
tories of  all  hospitals  for  the  insane,  taken  at  the 
admission  of  patients,  show  evidence  of  some  change 
in  the  physical  health.  In  our  experience,  which  would 
be  generally  confirmed,  it  might  be  stated  that  ninety 
per  cent,  show  more  or  less  deterioration  of  the  phys- 
ical condition  and  the  existence  of  functional  disorders. 
The  loss  in  body-weight  of  acute  classes  lias  been  found 
to  be  marked,  fully  averaging  twenty  to  thirty  pounds. 
This  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  analysis  at  the  time  of 
admission.  The  obvious  rational  medical  treatment 
suggested  are  efforts  to  restore  the  disordered  func- 
tions to  a normal  state;  to  improve  nutrition  and  the 
quality  of  the  blood;  to  induce  sleep,  not  necessarily 
by  the  abuse  of  drugs;  to  add  to  the  body- weight  by 
systematic  administration  of  food,  even  sometimes 
obtained  by  discontinuing  the  use  of  hypnotic  drugs; 
and  the  correction  of  the  effects  of  toxic  conditions. 
At  the  conclusion  of  a case  recovered,  and  reviewing 
the  means  directed  to  the  desired  end,  we  have  a right 
to  conclude  synthetically  that  the  disease  was  decidedly 
somatic,  or  physical  in  its  nature.  If  “a  sound  mind 
in  a sound  body”  is  a correct  aphorism  the  converse 
is  equally  true. 

On  the  other  hand,  within  more  recent  years  there 
has  been  a decided  tendency  to  discuss  the  human  mind 
as  if  it  were  a distinct  entity  that  might  be  studied 
apart  from  its  relation  to  the  whole  body  as  one  of  its 
organs,  and  to  found  a system  of  mental  pathology 
wholly  upon  a psychic  basis.  It  has  its  promoters 
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among  alienists;  the  advocate  of  the  ‘‘new  thought” 
(whatever  that  may  be),  those  who  would  establish 
so-called  mental  clinics;  those  who  would  practically 
substitute  largely  treatment  by  suggestion,  hypnotism, 
and  moral  means  for  hospital  treatment.  The  sincerity 
of  some  of  these  advocates  ought  not  to  be  questioned. 
Their  activity  is  not  questioned  although  it  has  a sus- 
picion of  misdirection  having  a financial  or  other  asset. 

There  has  also  been  noticeable  an  extraordinary 
interest  in  clinical  studies  of  physical  and  mental  mani- 
festations by  alienist-students,  some  of  which  are  no 
more  surprising  nor  of  greater  professional  interest 
than  might  be  observed  of  groups  of  persons  of  differ- 
ent pronounced  theological  or  political  beliefs.  Per- 
haps some  of  the  names  that  appear  in  our  redundant 
list  of  diseases  may  have  had  a suggestion  from  this 
source.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  contention  between 
the  doctrinaires  who  espouse  the  somatic  or  psychic 
theoiy  of  insanity,  some  advantage  may  yet  come  to 
the  insane  and  even  their  medical  and  moral  treatment 
be  not  wholly  overlooked. 

An  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  is  intended  to 
present  a resume  of  the  work  of  the  year  as  well  as 
some  statement  of  its  receipts  and  expenditures  which 
will  be  found  in  the  separate  report  of  the  Steward. 
There  may  be  some  uniformity  in  the  results  from  year 
to  year.  It  may  contain  nothing  really  new  to  members 
of  your  Board.  If  it  should  announce  marked  changes 
yearly  it  might  be  inferred  that  there  were  no  settled 
principles  on  which  it  was  conducted.  The  reports  are 
presented  for  perusal  to  the  Contributors,  to  the  friends 
of  our  patients  and  the  Hospital,  to  the  medical  pro- 
fession, and  to  the  public  who  have  an  interest  in  what- 
ever concerns  the  welfare  and  alleviation  of  a distress- 
ing disease  and  affliction.  The  regularity  of  the  weekly 
personal  visits  and  inspection  of  the  property  you 
manage,  and  your  contact  with  patients  and  employed 
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persons,  enables  you  to  be  informed  of  the  physical 
condition  of  your  property  and  to  take  action  upon  the 
applications  for  admissions  to  the  Hospital,  and 
observe  their  treatment.  The  visits  of  the  Managers 
have  been  sympathetic  and  have  furnished  moral  sup- 
port to  all  persons  concerned  in  a work  that  is  most 
interesting  yet  not  free  from  anxiety,  responsibility, 
and  depressing  influences. 

The  attendance  at  the  Out-patient  Department  on 
Spruce  Street  for  consultation  and  advice  by  the  phy- 
sicians of  this  Department  lias  been  regular.  There 
has  been  an  increased  attendance  during  the  year. 
When  the  announcement  of  this  service  was  first  made 
it  was  supposed  that  large  numbers  would  avail  them- 
selves of  the  offer  for  service.  There  are,  however, 
at  the  present  time  several  clinics  in  the  city  that  are 
open  to  mental  cases.  The  service  is  rendered  Monday 
and  Friday  afternoons  at  three  o’clock.  The  proposi- 
tion was  regarded  as  experimental  and  has  been  com- 
mended, and  ought  to  be  commended  to  persons  suffer- 
ing or  threatened  with  the  incipient  stages  of  insanity. 
The  number  of  new  cases  during  the  year  was  sixty- 
nine.  The  number  of  revisits  was  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six.  Total  two  hundred  and  five. 

During  the  long  service  and  observation  of  my 
respected  predecessor,  Dr.  Kirkbride,  he  gave  much 
attention  to  the  diversion  and  occupation  of  his 
patients.  Whatever  can  be  done  in  the  direction  of 
moral  means  to  promote  the  recovery  and  improvement 
of  the  insane  has  been  regarded  as  very  important,  and 
his  practice  in  this  direction  has  been  studied  and  fol- 
lowed. No  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  propriety  of 
doing  what  is  practicable  to  break  the  monotony  of  hos- 
pital life.  Much  has  been  done  and  is  done,  as  means 
are  afforded.  Several  years  ago  a provision  was  made, 
by  a contribution  of  Hannah  and  Jane  Morris,  for  the 
employment  of  a teacher  of  Art-work  in  the  Women’s 
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Department,  three  afternoons  of  every  week  excepting 
the  vacation  season.  Recently,  by  means  of  a contribu- 
tion of  one  thousand  dollars  by  a Contributor  of  the 
Hospital  for  a similar  purpose,  the  work  for  women 
has  been  enlarged  and  there  is  an  assurance  of  its 
continuance. 

Ashley  House  has  been  open  during  the  entire  year. 
Caley  House  was  open  for  patients  during  the  Summer 
months  of  1909.  Both  houses  furnished  an  agreeable 
change  for  our  patients  and  have  served  a useful  pur- 
pose when  our  Hospital  wards  needed  some  relief. 

At  each  Department  some  entertainment  has  been 
provided  every  week-day  evening  during  the  year 
excepting  during  the  vacation  summer  months.  From 
contributions  furnished  by  friends  of  the  Hospital 
fifty-eight  concerts  and  readings  have  been  provided. 

Drs.  Moulton,  Phillips,  Williams,  McCafferty,  and 
Mr.  Walter,  Steward,  have  co-operated  harmoniously 
and  helpfully  in  the  professional  and  other  services  of 
the  Hospital  in  their  respective  departments. 

We  should  not  omit  to  record  the  faithful  services 
rendered  by  so  many  of  our  nurses  and  other  employees 
that  require  fidelity,  self-control,  and  a large  measure 
of  tact  and  human  sympathy  for  persons  in  distress. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  contributions  made  by  a 
number  of  friends,  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  our  patients,  and  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the 
following  gifts,  viz. :

All  classes  of  insane  persons,  without  regard  to  the 
duration  of  the  disease  or  its  curability,  are  admitted 
into  this  institution.  Idiots,  however,  it  may  be  stated, 
are  not  received ; and  for  the  epileptic  a special  agree- 
ment should  be  made. 

Preparatory  to  the  reception  of  a patient,  it  is 
necessary  to  arrange  the  rate  of  weekly  charge  with 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,!  and  to  furnish 
a certificate  of  the  patient’s  insanity  from  two  phy- 
sicians, both  of  whom  must  be  residents  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  shall  have  examined  the  patient  within  one 
week  of  its  date,  and  the  certificate  shall  bear  date 
within  two  weeks  of  the  admission  of  the  patient,  and 
the  same  shall  be  acknowledged  and  sworn  or  affirmed 
to  before  some  magistrate  or  judicial  officer  [ not 
before  a Notary  Public],  as  required  by  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  1883.  An 
“Order  for  the  reception  of  a patient”!  must  be 
signed  by  a near  relative  or  friend.  Full  and  com-

Payment  of  board  is  always  to  be  made 
quarterly  in  advance  ; and  if  the  patient  is  removed 
uncured , before  the  expiration  of  the  first  three  months, 
and  contrary  to  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Super- 
intending Physician,  board  is  required  for  thirteen 
weeks ; otherwise  the  charge  is  only  for  the  time 
actually  passed  in  the  Hospital,  provided  the  time  is 
more  than  four  weeks. 

Interest  will  be  charged  on  bills  not  paid  till  after 
the  expiration  of  the  quarter. 

Large  chambers  and  private  attendants  can  always 
be  supplied,  if  desired  by  the  friends  of  the  patients. 

Patients  who  are  not  residents  of  this  State  may 
be  brought  direct  to  the  Hospital,  where  they  may  be 
received  if  the  patients  are  manifestly  insane  and 
remain  till  the  necessary  medical  certificates  and  the 
approval  of  the  Managers  can  be  procured,  provided 
this  be  done  within  forty-eight  hours.

Legacies  intended  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  should  be  given  in  its  corporate 
name,  viz. : I hereby  give  and  bequeath  to  “The  Con- 
tributors to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital”  and  their 
successors  and  assigns  forever  (if  real  estate),  all  that, 
etc.  (if  personal  property),  the  sum  of,  etc. 

Legacies  intended  for  the  Department  of  the  Insane 
should  specify,  in  addition,  “ to  be  devoted  to  extending 
or  improving  the  accommodations,  and  for  the  care 
of  the  insane.” 

Contributions  of  books,  periodicals,  pictures,  en- 
gravings, curiosities  for  the  museums,  and  whatever 
can  tend  to  interest  or  occupy  the  patients,  are  always 
thankfully  received. 

Every  contribution  or  legacy  of  $10,000  adds  one 
free  bed  to  the  number  already  in  use  for  indigent, 
recent,  and  probably  curable  cases  in  the  Department 
for  the  Insane. 
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
